CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE I. 
NAME. 
The name of this Association shall be THE STATE 
BAR OF NEW JERSEY, hereinafter referred to-as the 
State Bar. 


ARTICLE II, 


MEMBERSHIP. 


1. All persons who, on July 1, 1938, have been 
admitted and are eligible to practice law in this 
State, and all persons who, on or after that day, 
shall be admitted and shall be eligible to practice 
law in this State shall constitute the membership 
of the State Bar. 

2. Each member shall, within sixty (60) days 
from the effective date of the Constitution, file with 
the Secretary of the State Bar a statement setting 
forth his date of birth, date of admission to practice, 
his principal business address and his residence 
address. He shall notify the Secretary in writing 
of any subsequent change in address. 

ARTICLE III. 


MEMBERSHIP DUES. 


1. The annual dues shall be $7.50 per year, pay- 
able on or before July 1st of each year, provided, 
however, that the annual dues for those admitted to 
practice less than ten years shall be $4.00. 


2. Persons admitted to the practice of law in this 
State shall register with the Secretary of the State 
Bar before he or she begins to practice law, but 
shall not become liable for dues until July 1st fol- 
lowing such admission.

1. Members of the State Bar (hereafter called 
the Assembly) shall hold two regular meetings in

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ARTICLE V. 
THE ASSEMBLY. 


1. MEMBERSHIP AND MEETINGS OF ASSEMBLY. The 
Assembly of any meeting shall consist of such mem- 
bers of the State Bar in good standing as shall 
register at such meeting. Sessions of the Assembly 
shall be held a 
the Board of Governors shall determine and an- 
nounce. The President shall act as the presiding 
officer of the Assembly, and the Secretary of the

State Bar shall be the Secretary of the Assembly. 


2. RESOLUTIONS AND OPEN FORUM SEssION. At 
the opening session of the Assembly of each regular 
meeting, any member of the State Bar may present 
in writing any resolution pertinent to the legal 
profession or the objects of the State Bar, or in 
relation to any report by any officer, section or 
committee of the State Bar. Resolutions so offered 
shall be referred to the Resolutions Committee, 
without debate at that time. Thereafter, during 
the regular meeting, the Resolutions Committee 
shall hold public hearings upon the resolutions so 
offered and referred, together with such other writ- 
ten resolutions as, prior to such hearings, have been 
received by the Resolutions Committee. At such 
hearings the proponents and opponents shall be 
given reasonable opportunity to be heard. The 
Resolutions Committee shall thereafter report its 
action on such resolutions, with any amendments 
theretc or comment thereon, to an open forum 
session of the Assembly during such meeting. At 
that session the Committee’s report shall be open to 
debate by the Assembly and a vote shall be taken 
The President shall thereupon report to 
the General Council such resolutions adopted by 


thereon. 


the Assembly, for action by the General Council. 
The General Council shall thereupon approve, dis- 
approve, or modify such resolution; and its Chair- 
man shall report its action thereon to the Assembly 
at or before its open session on the last day of the 
regular meeting, with a statement of reasons in 
case of disapproval or modification. In case of any 
such disapproval or modification, the Assembly 
may direct a referendum to the membership of the 
State Bar upon its original or modified resolution, 
to be conducted by the Board of Elections. 


At each annual meet- 
ing the Assembly shall nominate and elect five 
delegates to be members of the General Council, 
not more than one of whom shall be a resident of

Jersey who shall be appointed by the 
Chancellor of the State of New Jersey for 
a term of three years, the first term of 
which shall commence July Ist, 1958: 

1 The Attorney General of the State of New 
Jersey ; 

1 The United States Attorney for the District 
of New Jersey;

5 The Assembly Delegates, chosen as provided, 
in Article VI, 3;
